DIES AT AGE OF 78 


Former Rural Mail Carrier And Vet- 
eran of Civil War Expires Friday 


Night at Home Here

George T. Aultman, age seventy- 


eight years, former, rural mail car- 
rier and veteran of the civil war, 
died at his home, 301 West 
First 


•treet, Friday evening about seven 
o'clock.

New Tort, April 5—Joe Lynch -was 


the first pugilistic champion to be de- 
throned in 1924, and he was one of 
the five champions whose downfall 
was predicted last winter as a cer- 
tain event. 


The real reason for the loss of the 


title by Lynch throws an interesting 
light upon the boxing situation. 


Lynch, despite stout denials issued 


by himself and his manager, 
could 


not make the weight and be good. He 
reported at the scales two pounds 
overweight, and he was given 
only 


two hours to get it off. 


A fat man might have taken off 


two pounds in thirty minutes under 
the steam, but a little fellow, who 
weighs around 118 or 120 pounds* 
cannot remove a t-ouple of pornds in 
su<'h a short time without hurting 
himself.

a vehicle in Rushville without first 
having obtained a license. The next 
section says that in order to get a 
license the application must be made 
with the city clerk, addressed to the 
mayor and common council, and in 
tlie application it will be necessary 
to give the name of the applicant, 
principal office or place of business, 
and residence of-applicant: The num- 
ber and kind of vehicles must be in- 
cluded in the application, as well as 
a complete description of the route, 
over which the truck expects to oper- 
ate, also file the proposed 
schedule 


and time card, the number of cars 
to be used and the make of each ear, 
together with the state license, and if 
it is a motor bus, the seating capa- 
city must be mentioned, and if an au - 
toiiiobile truck, the 
manufacturer's 


rated carrying capacity in tons, must 
be given for each truck. 


Then the schedule of tariff showing 


the passenger or freight rates must 
be filed. 


Section 4 requires the council to 


pass upon the application after it is 
presented and followed out in the 
above section, and it is up to the 
council to approve the streets ovei 
which the route may extend, if the 
company or individual making the 
application has been granted the per 
mit. Such a license will be given foi 
one year. 


Section 5, over which a controver 


. arises about the rate to be charged 
in the license fees, sets out the fol- 
lowing: each motor bus, -with capa- 
city of 7 .passengers or less shall pa;, 
$50 a year; not exceeding 12 passen- 
gers $100; not in excess of 24 pas- 
sengers, $150; more than 24 passen- 
gers $225. 


For a truck carrying a ton or less 


the annual feel will be $35; not more 
than 2 tons $75; not more than 3j 
tons, $150; more thru 3i tons the 1: 
cense will be $200. 


Section 6 provides for liability in 


suranee to protect persons from in 
jury while riding in the trucks. 


Section 7 gives the council permis 


sion to revoke any license if the; 
deem it necessary, and also to ex 
tend permission to cuy company th 
right to use streets •without a fee, i 
the .public demand is urgent enoug1 


for them to do so and also to refum 
the annual fee, or any part of it. 


Section 8 makes it unlawful fo 


the trucks to park on any strce 
without first getting the consent o 
the abutting property ov.uer, bu 
parking will not be held to includ 
a stop of three minutes or less t 
take on, or discharge passengers. 


Section 9 makes it illegal for an. 


•motor propelled vehicle under 
thi 


ordinance to be driven by 
anyon 


who has not attained their full age 
of 21 years, and who must he.physi 
eally fit. The names of all such driv 
ers must lie filed with the chief o 
police.
